Senior    pictures,    name  cards,    invi- 
tations, caps   and  gowns;  all  of  these  things   add  to  the  wonderful  memories  we  will 
always  have  of  our  high  school  days.    At  the  end  of  the  first  semester  we   lost 
Shirley  Flint,  leaving  twenty-six  to  finish  the  year.
